Dr. Dicks presented the two new graduate program proposals. Dr. Dicks also 
extended thanks to Ms. Christine Brown for her tireless work and attention 
to detail. He also thanked the Curriculum Committees from the past five 
years for their hard work and patience. 


1. Ph.D. in Mathematics 


It was moved and seconded (Dicks/Brian) that Faculty Council 
approve the proposal for a new Ph.D. in Mathematics. 


Dr. Dicks noted that this proposal was a particularly good one. Faculty 
resources were excellent although library resources were not as good, 
but he pointed out that this was true of all our proposals. The Math 
Department’s Centre of Excellence proposal to FCAR was accepted, 
which further added to the strength of this proposal. 
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Dr. Bertrand was pleased that an inter-university Centre, based at 
Concordia, had been approved by Quebec City. There were still some 
details to be worked out but he noted that it was quite unusual to have 
a Centre approved on its first presentation to FCAR. 


Dr. Bertrand congratulated the members of the Centre and the 
Department of Mathematics and Statistics for exceptional work.

M.A. in Applied Social Science; Concentration: Psychoeducational 
Intervention 


It was moved and seconded (Dicks/Drysdale) that Faculty Council 
approve the proposal for Master of Arts in Applied Social Science. 


Dr. Dicks said that this was a strong proposal for a new Master’s 
program on which the committee and department worked very closely. 


Dr. White wanted to know if this program was an innovative one for 
our faculty. 


Dr. Dicks responded that one of the more unusual aspects of this 
proposal was the offering of concentrated courses. The committee was 
satisfied that there was enough contact class time involved. There 
would be readings to be done before class and projects to complete 
after. The courses required quite a bit more work than just the 
contact classroom time. 


Dr. White also wished to know if we had other Master degrees without 
residence requirements. 


Dr. Dicks replied that the residence requirement was also somewhat 
unusual. As the program expected people from all over 

who would be unable to spend whole terms here on campus, the 
normal requirements for residency for this particular proposal were 
waived. 
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It was moved and seconded (Drysdale/Hoecker-Drysdale) that Faculty 
Council approve Document ASFC 90-4M-C (Proposal for a System of 
Evaluating Undergraduate Programs) with the following changes: 


On Page 6 under Basic Procedure, Committee would be constituted as 
follows: (1) ~~ Chair, Dean or Vice-Dean 
(2) _ pedagogical consultant 
(3) 2 faculty members elected by and from the unit 
(4) 1 student, appointed by the unit’s student association or 
by CUSA 


On Page 2, Faculty Merit/CDI should be deleted from the diagram; 


AND, that the exercise should be undertaken with respect to two departments 
only, as a pilot study, in the first year. After that a report would be made to 
the Council and Council would decide whether to proceed on a faculty-wide 
basis. 


Professor Sheps wanted to know if it mattered which program the student was 
from and Dr. Drysdale responded that Steering Committee felt it did not 
matter if the student was from the unit itself or appointed by CUSA. 


Dr. Hoecker-Drysdale noted that in the spirit of the discussion at Steering 
Committee and the motion itself, it would be preferable if the student were 
from the department or unit rather than appointed arbitrarily by CUSA. 


Professor Sheps agreed. 


Dr. Drysdale pointed out that the only reason it was not stated as "from the 
unit" was that in many departments the students have no student organization 
and in those cases flexibility was required to have a student appointed in some 
other way. 


Professor Shulman asked whether the Colleges, as the only undergraduate 
units ever evaluated in this university were approached for their reactions to 
the pitfalls and advantages of this type of activity. 


Dean Bertrand responded that some undergraduate programs were evaluated 
in 1981/82. As the committee would be chaired by the Dean or a Vice-Dean, 
his point was received and would be noted. 
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Dr. Shapiro wondered about the follow-up procedure. 


Dr. Dicks noted that the committee looked back at previous attempts at 
evaluations. The minutes of Council at that time showed up some of the 
problems, especially with confused debate. The upshot was that Council 
cancelled the whole exercise and this new process was largely an attempt to 
avoid that kind of problem again - the floor of Council not being a very good 
place to discuss reports which are largely technical in nature. However, there 
was the safeguard that if there were changes to be implemented as a result 
of these reports, they would have to come through Council. 


Dean Bertrand commented that whatever the art of presentation might be, 
initiating some sort of evaluation of the undergraduate programs was done in 
the context of the overall planning process going on in the Faculty of Arts and 
Science. He drew Council’s attention to the fact that the first official round 
of planning resulted in a document concentrated rather heavily on the 
graduate side of our educational process and pointed out that it was obvious 
as we move towards a second formal document of planning that some 
concentration should go to the undergraduate side, but in a constructive way. 


He assured Council that this exercise was not intended in any way to cause 
pain and difficulty for departments but rather to give departments 
opportunities to assess what they were doing from their perspective with the 
help of an outside expert in higher education. Curriculum changes, program 
changes or structural changes would be brought forward to Council by the 
department. Council would have an opportunity to debate those. 


A report for information would be useful to Council but the actual decision- 
making power of Council would concentrate not on the report but rather on 
whatever changes came out of the report.
